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Martin Co. 
resident 
charged in 
fatal crash

FORT GAY, W.Va. - A Martin 
County man was charged with mis- 
demeanor manslaughter (negligent 
homicide) following a fatal collision 
Saturday night in Wayne County, 
W.Va. 

Authorities say Brandon M. Cor- 
nette, 29, of Inez, could face addi- 
tional charges, including DUI caus- 
ing death, if tests confirm that he 
had oxycodone in his system at the 
time of the crash that killed 6-year- 
old Icel Colleen Newsome. 

Newsome had no alcohol in his 
system, but preliminary tests showed 
the presence of oxycodone, accord- 
ing to a criminal complaint filed 
with the Wayne County Magistrate’s 
Office. Police are waiting for offi- 
cial results before considering more 
charges against Newsome. 

The complaint said witnesses 
told police that Cornette appeared to 
be speeding in his Mazda sedan on 
U.S. 52 near Fort Gay and Tolsia 
High School at approximately 7:45 
p.m. Saturday. Witnesses said the 
vehicle veered off the right side of 
the road and struck Newsome, 
according to the complaint, which 
added that Cornette told authorities 
that the girl stepped into the road- 
way and he was unable to stop from 
hitting her. The girl was pronounced 
dead at Three Rivers Medical Cen- 
ter in Louisa. 

Cornette was released from the 
West Regional Jail in West Virginia 
after posting bond.

Federal grand jury to hear 
Johnson County case

PIKEVILLE — A Johnson County man who 
intended to run for sheriff next year told a police 
informant that he was one of the county’s biggest 
drug dealers and that he wanted someone he thought 
had double-crossed him harmed or killed, according 
to federal court documents. 

John Kline, 42, of West Van Lear, was charged in 
a federal complaint filed July 10 and unsealed Fri- 
day with knowingly distributing Oxycontin and 
carrying a firearm in relation to drug trafficking. He 
is scheduled to appear for a hearing today (Wednes- 



day) in U.S. District Court at Pikeville. 

An affidavit by a U.S. Bureau of Alcohol, Tobac- 
co, Firearms and Explosives filed in support of the 
federal complaint details the investigation of Kline. 
Special Agent Ronald Sabotchick said in the affida- 
vit that he interviewed a registered ATF confidential 
informant on June 26. 

“During the interview, the Cl advised that John 
Kline has told the Cl within the past month that he 
is one of the largest pill dealers in (the) Johnson 
County, Kentucky area,” the affidavit says. “The Cl 
advised that Kline carries a 9 millimeter firearm and

Lawrence man enters Alford plea

LOUISA — A Blaine man entered an Alford plea 
in Lawrence Circuit Court Friday as part of a plea 
agreement for sex offenses involving a minor. 

Thomas Meade, 51, agreed to enter the plea and 
is recommended to serve a term of five years for 
each offense, which includes one count of distribu- 
tion of matter portraying a sexual performance by a 
minor and four counts of possession of matter por- 



traying a sexual performance by a minor. 

The recommendation is that the sentence be 
served concurrently and that Meade must also regis- 
ter as a sex offender. 

Under an Alford plea, a defendant does not admit 
guilt but acknowledges there is enough evidence to 
convict him. 

Formal sentencing is scheduled for Sept. 13. 

Meade was indicted in December 2012 follow-

3 accused 
of trying to 
get drugs 
into prison

PIKEVILLE — Two separate 
cases against people accused of try- 
ing to smuggle drugs into the federal 
prison in Martin County were bound 
over to a federal grand jury Friday. 

A judge sent the cases to the 
grand jury during hearings Friday in 
U.S. District Court at Pikeville. 

In one case, Crystal Chatman 
and Kriess Chatman are charged 
with knowingly attempting to pro- 
vide an inmate with heroin. 

According to a statement by 
Donald Newsome, SIS lieutenant at 
the United States Penitentiary Big 
Sandy, Kriess Chatman allegedly 
passed narcotics to Crystal Chatman 
in the visitors section at the prison 
July 6. Crystal Chatman allegedly 
walked back to the vending area of 
the visitors section and placed the 
substance in a napkin at the micro- 
wave area, according to the state- 
ment. 

Prison officials took the two 
adults and a juvenile girl to another 
part of the prison, reading the adults 
their Miranda rights.

Sandy Area Development 
District meeting and that he 
had spoke to the board about 
putting in a weather siren in 
town.

Fraley said. “Maybe we can 
put it in the new courthouse, 
and if not maybe in the old 
courthouse.

“Both individuals refused 
to sign anything or make a 
statement,” Newsome said in 
his statement. 

In another case, USP Big 
Sandy officials were tipped 
off by representatives at a fed- 
eral prison in Maryland that 
Lashell Epperson would be 
attempting to bring drugs to 
an inmate at the Martin Coun- 
ty facility, court records show. 

When Epperson arrived at 
USP Big Sandy on July 6, 
prison official officials 
searched her vehicle and 
found “two small baggies of 
(an) unidentified dark brown 
substance wrapped in a cream 
rubber material” in a glasses 
case in the trunk. The sub- 
stance later tested positive for 
heroin, the statement said. 

Epperson is charged with 
conspiring and attempted to 
conspire with others to distrib- 
ute and dispense a narcotic 
drug to an inmate at the USP 
Big Sandy. 
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ter.” 

Fraley suggested Blue- 
grass Riot, which Crum said 
has been playing with Black 
Powder Express. 

“We have quite a few peo- 
ple to highlight,” Crum said. 

“Anyone with any sugges- 
tions or ideas should contact 
Candy at city hall and she can 
include it in the e-mail to 
them,” Fraley said. 

Crum also told the com- 
mission that she had received 
a request from BMI asking 
them to pay $327 if they play 
music in town for an event, 
but the commission has not 
agreed to pay it.

has shown it to the Cl within 
the past month.” 

The informant also said 
that Kline “had inquired about 
acquiring explosives from the 
Cl to get even with someone 
for making a controlled nar- 
cotics purchase from him.” 
“On June 27, 2013, the Cl 
and Kline had a conversation 
in which the Cl asked Kline if 
he would be interested in hav- 
ing someone killed and/or 
harm the person Kline wanted 
to get even with. Kline said he 
would,” the affidavit says. 
“The Cl and Kline discussed 
Kline making a payment of 20 
Oxycodone 30 milligram pills 
for having this done. The Cl 
told SA Sabotchick that he 
and Kline were discussing a 
previous conversation from a 
few days prior in which Kline 
had told the Cl he wanted to 
acquire some explosives from 
the Cl to put in someone’s car 
to teach them a lesson because 
that person had worn a wire 
for the police when making a 
drug buy from him.” 

Kline called the informant 
July 2 and told him that he 



was in Indianapolis, Ind., 
“trying to get his prescriptions 
filled but was having trouble 
getting them filled and was 
making plans to go to Atlanta, 
Georgia to get them filled,” 
the affidavit said. “During a 
subsequent phone conversa- 
tion on July 2, 2013, John 
Kline asked the Cl if he would 
like to invest some money in 
Kline’s doctor-prescription 
filling trip to Georgia.” 

Kline met July 4 with the 
Cl at the informant’s place of 
business in Johnson County, 
according to the affidavit. 

“During the conversation 
which was audio recorded and 
reviewed by the Affiant, the 
Cl asked Kline if Kline was 
able to get his prescriptions 
filled,” the affidavit says. 
“Kline advised the Cl he trav- 
elled to Indiana that morning, 
was able to get the prescrip- 
tion filled and was back in 
town by 4:30 that afternoon.” 
The Cl asked Kline if he 
would bring him some of the 
30-milligram Oxycodone the 
next day, the affidavit says, 
adding that Kline “further 
advised the Cl that he was 
going out of town the follow-

ing an undercover investiga- 
tion by Attorney General Jack 
Conway’s Cybercrimes Unit 
that began in 2009. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on Feb. 6, 2009, Meade 
distributed matter portraying a 
sexual performance by offer- 
ing to distribute digital images 
depicting actual sexual perfor- 
mances by minors with knowl- 
edge of the images content 
and character and that the 
sexual performance is by a 
minor. 

The indictment said on 
June 23, 2009, Meade pos- 
sessed one or more digital 
images depicting an actual 
sexual performance by a 
minor with knowledge of its 
content and character and that 
the sexual performance is by a 
minor. 

A press release issued by 
the attorney general’s office 
said that Meade’s computer, 
upon examination, revealed 
more than 100 child porno- 



graphic images and videos. 

Conway’s office of Special 
Prosecutions handled the pros- 
ecution of the case at the 
request of the Lawrence 
County Commonwealth’s 
Attorney’s Office. 

“I am pleased that we have 
put another child pornogra- 
pher behind bars,” Conway 
said in a press release Friday. 
“I appreciate the hard work of 
my cybercrimes investigators 
and prosecutors who brought 
this case to a successful close 
and whose work has made the 
Internet a safer place for Ken- 
tucky kids.” 

Since its creation in June 
2008, General Conway’s 
Cybercrimes Unit has 
launched 341 child pornogra- 
phy investigations, seized 
more than 403,000 child por- 
nographic images and videos 
from the Internet and has a 
100 percent conviction rate. 
The unit is also a member of 
the Internet Crimes Against 
Children (ICAC) Task Force.

intoxication, third-degree 
criminal trespass and complic- 
ity to manufacture metham- 
phetamine, was bound over to 
the grand jury during the hear- 
ing. 

Paintsville police officer 
Paul Witten testified at the 
preliminary hearing that he 
had responded to a complaint 
of a bottle under the front 
porch of a residence along 7th 
street with an unknown sub- 
stance in it. Upon his arrival, 
he found a plastic bottle with 
what appeared to be an active 
meth lab, he said. 

“It was active,” Witten said 
during his testimony. “It was a 
shake-and-bake-style meth 
lab.” 

Witten said that he began 
checking the area and that a 
witness who had seen Collier 
on the property had described 
him. 

“Collier came walking 
toward us about eight to 10 
minutes after we got there,” 



Witten said. “He said it 
belonged to someone else and 
that it was originally on the 
wood pile. I believe the name 
of the other person is on the 
report and I don’t have that in 
front of me, but I believe it 
was Mikey from 6th Street 
and he had taken off.” 

Witten said that the sub- 
stance is still in the evidence 
locker but that it will be sent 
for testing as soon as he 
receives the proper form to 
send it in. 

“It was a plastic bottle with 
salt, Coleman fuel and lithium 
strips,” Witten said. “The 
strips were reacting in the flu- 
id, making sparks and bub- 
bling. It was generating.” 

District Court Judge Susan 
Mullins Johnson ruled that the 
case would be bound over to 
the grand jury and that Collier 
is listed as a high risk, so she 
didn’t reduce his $10,000 
cash-only bond. 

He was remanded to the 
Big Sandy Regional Detention 
Center. 




ing week to get additional 
prescriptions filled and was 
taking two people with him.” 

“The Cl asked if he could 
go with Kline during the trip 
and Kline said he could,” the 
affidavit says. 

Kline also told the infor- 
mant that he also gets Soma 
and Xanax pills delivered to 
his house in brown boxes, 
according to the affidavit. 

“The Cl asked Kline what 
the wholesale price would be 
if he wanted to purchase some 
additional pills (Oxycodone) 
along with the pills for the 
payment for hiring someone 
to kill or hurt (the person),” 
the affidavit says. “After fur- 
ther discussion, Kline and Cl 
agreed to put off the job for 
now. Kline told the Cl that 
there would be too much pub- 
licity and a lot of attention 
would be on him if something 
happened to (the person).” 

In addition, Kline offered 
to sell 30-milligram Oxyco- 
done pills to the informant for 
$30 each and also asked the 
Cl “about helping to fund 
Kline’s doctor-prescription 
trip the following week.” 
Kline told the informant he 
would need about $1,150 and 
“could triple his money,” the 
affidavit says. 

“The Cl and Kline contin- 
ued to discuss the purchase of 
30 milligram Oxycodone pills 
and Kline made the offer to 
sell the Cl 100 30 milligram 
pills for $3000.00 cash,” the 
affidavit says. “The Cl asked 
Kline about traveling across 
state lines with the prescrip- 
tion pills and Kline told the Cl 
that as long as the pill count 
was good everything would 
be fine. Kline then pulled a 9 
millimeter pistol from his 
pocket and said if you get 
caught with this ‘you’re f— 
ed.’ Kline said that guns and 
drugs do not mix and it would 
be a federal felony. This meet- 
ing was audio recorded and 
the recording was reviewed 
by the Affiant.” 

The Cl confirmed with 
Kline the purchase of the 100 
30-milligram Oxycodone 
pills, and Kline advised the 
informant that the “pills were 
two different brands but they 
were the same type of pills,” 



the affidavit says. 

During a July 5 phone 
conversation with the Cl, 
Kline arranged to sell the pills 
to the informant later in the 
day at the Cl’s business, 
according to the affidavit. 

“The Cl was provided with 
$3000.00 in buy money from 
the Kentucky State Police and 
was searched with negative 
results for drugs and weap- 
ons,” the affidavit said. “Both 
an audio and video recording 
devices were placed in the 
Cl’s place of business by law 
enforcement personnel.” 

Kline arrived at the busi- 
ness at approximately 5:45 
p.m. July 5, the affidavit said. 

“The Cl and Kline went to 
the back room of the business 
where Kline provided the Cl 
with 100 30 milligram Oxyco- 
done pills and the Cl gave 
Kline the $3000.00 in buy 
money. During the transaction 
Kline pulled a Kel-Tec 9mm 
pistol from his pocket and 
brandished it to the Cl and 
said he unloaded that particu- 
lar gun on someone in the 
past,” the affidavit says. 

Kline was arrested by the 
KSP when he left the busi- 
ness, according to the affida- 
vit. 

“During a subsequent 
search of Kline’s person the 
$3000.00 in buy money was 
recovered from Kline along 
with a loaded Kel-Tec 9mm 
pistol,” the affidavit says. 
“Additionally, 100 30 milli- 
gram Oxycodone pills were 
recovered from the Cl and he 
confirmed that Kline had sold 
him the pills. The pills have 
markings that identify them as 
containing Oxycodone. Mem- 
bers of the Johnson County 
Sheriff’s Office reviewed the 
audio and video recording and 
relayed the information to 
your Affiant that the record- 
ings accurately reflect the 
information set forth ...” 

A federal warrant was pre- 
sented in Johnson District 
Court Wednesday during a 
scheduled preliminary hear- 
ing for Kline. Johnson County 
Attorney Mike Endicott opted 
to forego the hearing due to 
the federal charges. 

Judge Susan Mullins John- 
son said that Kline would 



have to be out-processed from 
jail before federal agents 
could transport him to Pikev- 
ille, where he was scheduled 
to appear for the first time 
Friday. 

Kline is represented by 
Jason Charles Reichenbach of 
Reichenbach Law Offices, 
who said that he planned to 
ask for a bond reduction Fri- 
day and that Kline would 
plead not guilty to the charg- 
es. 

Federal court records do 
not indicate that a plea was 



entered but show that the case 
was bound over to a federal 
grand jury. A detention hear- 
ing for Kline is scheduled 
today (Wednesday) in U.S. 
District Court at Pikeville. 
Kline was remanded to the 
custody of the U.S. Marshal 
pending today’s hearing. 

Kline filed paperwork 
with the Johnson County 
Clerk’s Office March 4 
announcing his intention to 
seek the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Johnson County sher- 
iff in 2014.

He boasted of banging on Ming’s 
Tomb and walking on the Great Wall of 
China with it, and carrying it into the For- 
bidden City. He had frivolous canes of the 
rear end of horses and his very famous 
“Dolly Parton” cane that his brother car- 
ried until his death and he proudly carried 
on the tradition and fun.

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5 ways 
hackers 
attack you 
(and how to 
counter 
them)

Right now, millions of 
hackers, spammers and 
scammers are hard at work. 
They’re after your Social 
Security number, bank 
account information and 
social media accounts. 
With any of these, they can 
steal your money or trick 
your friends into giving up 
theirs. 

The scary part is that 
anyone can be a hacker. 
For as little as $3,000, you 
can buy a complete and 
fully operational exploit 
kit. This kit does most of 
the illegal work for you 
automatically. You get to 
sit back and rake in the 
cash, until you get caught. 

Between semi-amateurs 
with automated systems 
and serious hackers who 
are masters of technology 
and trickery, how can you 
possibly hope to stay safe? 

The best way is to know 
how hackers do what they 
do. Once you know that, 
you can counter their mali- 
cious acts. Here are five 
popular hacker strategies. 

1 . Phishing scams 

Lucky you! A Nigerian 

prince has selected you to 
help smuggle millions out 
of his country. For a little 
bit of effort - a few simple 
wire transfers - you’ll get a 
substantial cut. What could 
be easier? 

I bet you’re asking 
yourself, “Who would fall 
for that?” Well, tens of 
thousands of people do 
every year. That’s why 
Nigerian scams, or 419 
scams, are still very popu- 
lar. 

Other versions might 
say you won a contest or 
have a job offer. Maybe 
someone wants to meet 
you, or you can make mon- 
ey for shipping some 
goods. 

The catch is that you 
have to send in personal or 
banking information, or 
pay a fee. Of course, your 
information and money is 
going straight to hackers. 

Use common sense 
before reacting to any 
email. Scams rely on mak- 
ing you act quickly. If you 
think about things long 
enough, you can usually 
see through them. Just 
remember the old saying, 
“If it looks too good to be 
true ... “ 

2. Trojan horse 

Many hackers want to 
slip a virus on your com- 
puter. Once installed, a 
virus can record everything 
you type and send it back 
to the hacker. It can send 
out spam email or attack 
other computers. 

To do this, the hackers 
disguise the virus as some- 
thing harmless. This is 
called a Trojan horse, or 
just Trojan. 

One of the most popu- 
lar ways to deliver a Trojan 
is a variation of the phish- 
ing email scams. 

For example, the email 
might say it’s from a ship- 
ping service, bank or other 
reputable company. 
There’s been a problem 
with a transaction ! To learn 
more, you have to open an 
email attachment. 

The attachment might 
look like a normal file, but 
it really contains a Trojan. 
Clicking on the file installs 
it before you can do any- 
thing. 

Similar scams appear 
on Facebook and Twitter. 
You think you’re going to 
watch a funny video your 
friend posted. Instead, a 
popup tells you to update 
your video player. The 
“update” file it provides is 
really a Trojan. 

The key to defeat this 
tactic, as with phishing 
emails, is common sense. 
However, up-to-date secu- 
rity software is essential as

well. It should detect and stop 
most Trojans before they can 
install. 

3 . Drive-by downloads 

Security software is good, 
but it isn’t always enough. 
Programs on your computer 
might have weaknesses that 
hackers can use to bypass 
security software. 

To take advantage of these 
weaknesses, hackers set up 
website embedded with virus- 
es. You might get there by 
clicking a malicious link in a 
phishing email or on social 
media. You can even find 
these sites in a search for 
popular programs or topics. 

It isn’t just malicious sites, 
though. Hackers can sneak 
malicious code on to legiti- 
mate websites. The code scans 
your computers for security 
holes. If it finds one, a virus 
can download and install 
without you doing anything. 

To stay safe, you have to 
keep your programs up to 
date. Every month, Microsoft 
releases updates for Windows 
and Internet Explorer. These 
updates close critical security 
holes that hackers exploit. 

Other critical programs to 
patch are Adobe’s Flash and 
Reader, and Oracle’s Java. 
Using old versions of these 
programs is like sending hack- 



ers an engraved invitation 

You should also be using 
the latest version of your pro- 
grams. Anyone using Internet 
Explorer 6, 7 or 8 needs to 
update or switch browsers 
immediately. 

4. Bypassing passwords 

In Hollywood movies, 
hackers are masters of guess- 
ing account passwords. In the 
real world, however, very few 
hackers bother. 

Instead, they go around 
passwords. They might get 
your password from a data 
breach at a company or web- 
site you use. 

It’s important that you use 
a different password for every 
account. That way, if a hacker 
discovers one, they can’t get 
in to every account. 

Perhaps the hacker slipped 
a virus on to your system. It 
records your passwords and 
sends them to the hacker; no 
guessing needed. 

As I mentioned above, you 
can stop viruses with up-to- 
date security software and 
programs. 

A hacker might tackle your 
account’s security question. 
Most security questions can 
be answered with information 
people post publicly. 

You should change how 
you answer security ques- 



tions. Give a random answer 
that has nothing to do with the 
question. That way, no one 
can guess it. 

5. Using open Wi-Fi 

I’m sure you have a Wi-Fi 
network at home. Is it encrypt- 
ed? If you don’t know the 
answer, then it’s probably, 
“no.” 

That means hackers, and 
neighbors, can connect to 
your network from outside. 
They can see and record 
everything you do. They can 
surf to bad websites and 
download illegal files on your 
connection. You might be get- 
ting a visit from the police. 

You need to take a few 
minutes and secure your net- 
work. Trust me; it’s worth it. 

The instructions will be in 
your Wi-Fi router’s manual.
